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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: The 
applicant agreed to amend claim 1 6 such that it contains all of the limitations of allowable independent claims. In this 
case, the limitation "wherein the pressure sensitive adhesive composition comprises no greater than 10% by weight of 
a tackifier and no greater than 2% by weight of a plasticizer" will be added, and the process claims will be rejoined with 
the allowable product claims..
